Eggs, Poultry 
Prices Lower 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Eggs and poultry 


meat could wind up as major supermarket food 
bargains of the year if chicken watchers in the 
Agriculture Department are correct. 


Production is picking up this spring, meaning 


that prices of eggs and chickens at the farm 
will be much lower than the records set last 
year, the department's Outlook and Situation 
Board said Tuesday. 


Already there are signs of substantial price 


reductions at retail counters. 


"Egg prices are expected to average below 


year-earlier levels this spring," the board said. 
"Prices will rise seasonally in the summer and 
fall but will average well below the high levels 
of 1973." 


Although the nation's hens shelled out fewer 


eggs last month than they did in March 1973, 
officials predict output probably will rise by 
late spring and exceed year-earlier levels for 
the rest of 1974. 


Broiler chicken output, which surged 7 per 


cent above a year earlier during the first 
quarter, is expected to slow its gain in the 
coming months, the report said. Officials added 
that other factors such as feed prices and red 
meat production will weigh heavily on broiler 
output after midyear. 


"With the recent declines in feed ingredient 


prices, the profitability of broiler production 
will improve and may result in expanded 
output," the report said. 


"Increasing red meat supplies this summer 


will dampen the normal seasonal increase in 
broiler prices. They may rise only slightly from 
spring levels and average well below a year 
earlier." 


The report said wholesale egg prices tumbled 


from 73 cents per dozen in early February to 57 
cents by late March. By April 18, it said, 
wholesale egg prices averaged 47 cents. 


According to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 


store prices of Grade A Large eggs in March 
averaged 85.6 cents per dozen nationally. That 
was down sharply from February's 94.6 cents, 
but still was far above the bureau's average of 
66.4 cents in March 1973. 


Retail prices of whole broiler chickens in 


March averaged 57.5 cents per pound, the bu- 
reau said. That was a decline of only 1.2 cents 
per pound from February and 2.4 cents less 
than in March last year, according to the 
agency's figures. 
Gas Credit Cards 
In Some Disfavor 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
With profits 


booming and supplies short, oil companies are 
cutting the credit card agreements that helped 
make "Go now — pay later!" the call of the 
road. 


The bank-type credit card is flatly rejected at 


many gas pumps as more motorists are having 
to pay cash. And paying for motel rooms, 
dinner or rental cars with gasoline credit cards 
is getting harder. 


At the same time, the oil companies are 


slimming down their own accounts. 


"We're not aggressively going for new credit 


card customers," said an Atlantic Richfield 
spokesman. 


Added an Exxon official, "Our requirements 


are more restrictive today than they were two 
years ago." 


A Shell official said card renewals will no 


longer be automatic for customers who have a 
history of difficulty in paying or who use their 
cards infrequently. 


As with trading stamps, glassware and 


contests, the companies say they no longer 
need to promote travel or accept a half-dozen 
credit cards to sell gasoline. 


"Costs and marketing conditions have 


changed drastically," said a Shell spokesman 
in Houston, Tex. "We don't have to work quite 
as hard at selling gasoline." 


By restricting credit cards the oil companies 


may also save money. Though the finances of 
credit card operations are secret, it is known 
that all major oil company credit card divisions 
lose money because of bad debts, card theft and 
service charges. 


Body Identified 


•Oh, My God, 
It's tollhouse' 


SPARTANBURG, S.C. (AP) — Martha 


Evans had heard the story about an embalmed 
body being kept in the second-floor storage 
room of the Woodward Funeral Home. So when 
she brought a beautician to do the hair of 
deceased friend, she asked to see it. 


"Oh, my God, it's Bellhouse," she shrieked. 
Bellhouse was the family nickname for her 


brother-in law, James Evans, who had been 
missing for 27 years. He was a migrant worker 
in the peach and apple orchards and farms' 
along the East Coast. 


His wife, Lulia Mae, now of Cranford, N.J., 


and the rest of the family had searched for him 
from Florida northward. 


But it was Mrs. Evans who found him — 


embalmed and dressed in a black suit, white 
shirt, black tie and hat, standing upright under 
a sheet in the corner of the storage room. She 
discovered the body in January, but details 
weren't made public until she granted an in- 
terview on Tuesday. 


A funeral is planned July 27, long enough 


away to allow Evans' wife and seven children 
to make arrangements to be present from New 
Jersey, Texas and California. 


Officials said Evans died near Spartanburg 


3% years ago at the age of 80. But they said no 
one in the family knew of the death because he 
had been using the alias William Bryant. 


No one claimed the body at the Spartanburg 


General Hospital and so it was transferred to 
the funeral home and embalmed. Officials 
there tried through newspapers and radio 
stations to find someone to claim it, but got no 
response. 


The executive director of the South Carolina 


Funeral Directors Association, W.O.Folk, said 
the funeral home broke no law by allowing the 
body to remain unburied for so long. 


"It was convenient for us" to put it in the 


storage room, the funeral home manager said. 
"It was out of the way, and nobody was 
stumbling over it."

mistake. He also said, "Those 
who favor an audit should give 
more reasons for one other than

They all agree the subject is difficult to deal 


with, but Corsicana City Comms. Bob Scott 
and Jim Lightfoot and Mayor Sue Youngblood 
believe the "new" city commission has 
members who will vote their own individual 
convictions. 


The commission is "new" in that Comm. 


Lightfoot, also mayor pro-tern, was recently 
elected to replace Geral Nichols. Comm. 
Stroube was reelected at the same time. 


Mayor Youngblood said although she 


believes "each member will vote his own 
convictions on each issue," it is "purely 
speculation on anyone's part" to say how 
future voting will be. 


COMM. SCOTT 
said, "I believe each 


commissioner we have now will vote his own 
convictions. Whatever is best for the city, 
that's what the commissioners will be in- 
terested in." 


Comm. Lightfoot agreed, adding "It should 


be a strong commission...a lot better working 
commission than those that have been 
sidetracked." 


Comm. H. R. Stroube Jr. and P. D. 


Fullwood were both out of town and could not 
be reached for comment. 


COMM. LIGHTFOOT said during the 


commission campaign he felt voting was 
stacked against Mayor Youngblood and 


Comm. Scott. He said he wanted to eliminate 
this type of "three-two balloting" if elected. 


The new commissioner said he thinks the 


commission now has "balance." He ex- 
plained he feels many interest groups are 
represented, including the "black com- 
munity, wealthy persons, the working class, 
etc." 


"There isn't any group that would have any 


control over issues," according to Comm. 
Lightfoot. He added, "there should be a 
balance achieved." 


MAYOR YOUNGBLOOD said she feels 


"the last commission meeting was certainly 
harmonious. We can disagree but in a 
pleasant manner." 


Comm. Scott concluded it is "difficult" to 


predict how commissioners will vote in the 
future "without knowing what issues may 
arise." 


Comm. Lightfoot said he feels the citizens 


can take a more active role in how com- 
missioners vote on various issues. 


"IF THE CITIZENS would take the effort 


to make their f eelings known on any issue to 
come before the commission, the com- 
missioners can do a much better job," ac- 
cording to Lightfoot. 


He concluded, "If you're (a commissioner) 


going to make a decision that affects nearly 
everyone, the people have to take an in- 
terest."

lot of feedback which indicated 
that people were intimidated by 
the commissioners court. He 
said a few did not sign the 
petition because of the implied 
threat of higher taxes to pay for 
the audit. 


MILKES also told the court 


they should obtain more than 
one estimate for the cost of an 
audit. He said 
that 
those 


estimates could be obtained by 
the court although the code of 
ethics for certified public ac- 
countants prohibits any actual 
bidding. 


Milkes stated he had con- 


tacted three accounting firms 
and that two had "at least said 
they could not see how the cost 
of an audit could run over 


$5,000."

their firms. They are Irv 
Lumley with Arthur Anderson 
of Ft.

Farming Outlook Brightens 


WASHINGTON (APj - A 


survey by the Agriculture De- 
partment shows farmers are 
gradually making headway in 
spring field work despite per- 
sistent worries over fertilizer 
shortages. 


"Corn planting get under way 


on a limited scale last week in 
the Corn Belt from Ohio to Ne- 
braska," a weekly weather re- 
port said Tuesday. "This is 
slightly earlier than the aver- 
age of recent years. Sunny, dry 
weather most of the week 
allowed farmers to push plow- 
ing and filed work to well ahead 
of normal for this time of year." 


The survey report said plow- 


ing of corn and soybean land, 
for planting soon, was 60 per 
cent complete in Indiana, com- 
pared with 50 per cent usually 
this time of the season. Plowing 
was nearly 80 per cent done in 
Illinois and Iowa, compared 
with the average of about b7 per 
cent. 


Officials said about 16 per 


cent of the Missouri corn crop 
was planted by the weekend, 
compared with a completion 
average of 9 per cent. Kansas 
corn fields were 10 per cent 
planted, about average. 


But fertilizer shortage reports 


continue to darken the 1974 crop 
picture. Nearly threequarters 
of the USDA field reporters in 
Illinois, for example, said there 
were shortages of nitrogen for 
fields. 


Other highlights of spring 


field work included: 


—Only token soybean plan- 


ting was done last week in 
Georgia as farmers focused on 
other crop preparations. 


—Alfalfa and wild hay were in 


good condition in Nebraska; but 
in Oklahoma weevils and freeze 
damage 
have 
reduced 


prospects for first cuttings. 


—Sorghum planting in Texas 


was about 40 per cent com- 
pleted, compared with 35 per 
cent a year ago. 


The report said heavy rains 


boosted winter wheat in much of 
the southern plains, although 
several counties in western 
Kansas and in the Oklahoma 
and Texas Panhandles 
were 


still dry. 


"The condition of winter 


wheat and other small grains is 
generally good in all areas of 
the nation," the report said. 
"Most areas have adequate soil 
moisture except in drought-pla- 
gued New Mexico and West 
Texas.

All Sides Asked to Discuss

DALLAS (AP) - A federal 


judge is trying to solve the air- 
ports controversy here by ask- 
ing the Civil Aeronautics Board 
(CAB) 
to voluntarily sit down 


with all parties involved and 
discuss the fiery issue. 


In a letter made public Tues- 


day, U.S. District Court Judge 
William M. Taylor Jr. said he 
was asking the CAB to partici- 
pate because "neither the cities 
of (Dallas and Fort Worth) nor 
the interstate carries who are 
subject to the jurisdication of 
the CAB feel free to take any 
step toward bringing CAB into 


court as a party.' 


Taylor has ruled that South- 


west Airlines may continue op- 
erating at Dallas Love Field al- 
though all other airlines, signa- 
tories to a 1968 agreement, were 
forced to move to the new 
Dallas-Fort Worth Airport. 
Southwest, formed after 1968, 
was not a party to the agree- 
ment and has claimed a move to 
the 
DFW 
Airport 
would 


bankrupt the small, communter 
airline. 


Dallas and Fort Worth have 


appealed the ruling to the 5th 


U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals at 
New Orleans. 


In the interim, the Dallas City 


Council passed an ordinance 
banning all commercial air 
activities at Love Field, an 
action Taylor called a "blatant 
defiance" of his court order. 
Taylor then restrained the city 
from enforcing its ordinance. 


The CAB is empowered to 


certify interstate airlines but 
intrastate carries such as 
Southwest are regulated by the 
Texas 
Aeronautics 
Com- 


mission.

Heights, told the court Monday 
his $21,000 annual earnings are 
not enough to pay the alimony 
and his bills too. He said he 
needs the $7,400 salary of his 
new wife and the $20 a week his 
20-year-old son pays for room 
and board. 


"I simply can't afford to pay 


her," Lane, who was divorced 
from his first wife in 1970, told 
Judge Robert Hunter of Circuit 
Court. "I don't think she is en- 
titled to it or needs that kind of 
money." 


But the former Mrs. Lane, 


now Sister Mary, told the court 
she needs the alimony because 
as a novice in the Dominican 
Sisters of the Perpetual Rosary 
Convent in Milwaukee she must 
pay her own medical, dental, 
incidental and insurance bills. 


Not so, Lane said. If she had 


no money, the convent would 
pay- 


Judge Hunter ruled that Lane 


must keep on paying for the 
three to six years it will take 
before Sister Mary says her fi- 
nal vows of "poverty, chastity 
and obedience." 


Although the convent might 


support her if she were indigent, 
Judge Hunter said, the situation 
is similar to that of a divorced 
woman who would have no 
funds without alimony and, 
thus, would be eligible for 
welfare money.

Cm wds Keep Flocking to Visit Johnson Ranch 


The morning was cold and 


dark and drops of rain stung 
like sleet. It was 10 a.m. 


Already they were coming. 


Sedans, pickups, campers and 
buses full. 


What drew these people to an 


obscure country road in Texas? 


They were here to pay hom- 


age to the memory of Lyndon 
B. Johnson. 


The visitor needs to drive 


along Texas 290 between Fred- 
ericksburg and Johnson City to 
reach the place. 


Watch carefully. The Ranch 


Road 1 turnoff slips up almost 
without warning. 


It is a pleasant rural road, 


A Texan Lost in Texas 


lined by trees and meadows. 
Flowing alongside the route is 
the Pedernales River, sparkling 
clear. 


Traveling from Johnson City 


you see an ancient church on 
the left. A small herd of buffalo 
stands knee-deep in young oats 
or wheat. 


Over to the right if you watch 


carefully, you can see the big 
white house that is the Johnson 
family's. The land slopes from 
the house to the river and the 
grass between appears mani- 


cured. 


The visitors' area consists of 


a couple of buildings and exten- 
sive parking areas. 


Presiding 
over 
the 
in- 


stallations is Supt. Harold C. 
Woods. 


"They're still coming," said 


Woods. "The gas 
shortage 


doesn't appear to affect it too 
much." 


Visitors are given the grand 


tour in park buses with no 
charge. 


This tour includes a drive by 


the Johnson ranch house, a look 
at the ranch and cattle, a stop 
at the one-room school Johnson 
attended, another pause at his 
birthplace, and then to his 
grave. A filmed documentary is 
included. 


The tour takes about an hour. 
At one time, Woods relates, 


there was considerable difficul- 
ty about people trying to get 
into the Johnson home. 


It is the private residence of 


Mrs. Johnson. She has donated 
it to the National Park Service 
but it will remain her home 
and not open to casual visitors 
presumably as long as she sur- 
vives. 


Woods says unauthorized at- 


tempts to enter the residential 
area have about stopped since 
the tours began. 


A portion of the house was 


built in 1892 with walls 18 
inches thick. An aunt and uncle 
of Johnson's bought it in the 
1900s, and the Johnsons pur- 
chased it in 1951. 


It had 438 acres in 1951, the 


Park Service reports, and John- 
son added to it until the spread 
reached 3,000 acres. 


For those wanting to make a 


day of it, there are well-kept 
picnic areas and a swimming 
pool. The buildings are filled 
with Johnson mementoes. 


The gas shortage, as Woods 


said, apparently hasn't stopped 
touring. 


On this particularly inclem- 


ent morning, there were license 
plates from Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, Colorado, Oklahoma, Cal- 
ifornia, Illinois, and, of course, 
Texas. 


The largest number come in 


chartered or school buses. Con- 
ventions in San Antonio, Ker- 
rville and Austin often include 
a bus trip to the park. 


These buses cause about the 


only inconvenience. 


"The only real problem is a 


sudden descent of people," said 
Woods.
